boats"—religion, politics, sports, 
theater. 


A "showboat" In baseball Is a 


gent who makes the easy catches 
look difficult; he barks at the 
umpire; slide* Into bases unnec- 
essarily ; and makes a great play 
for the crowd. 


He looks good—when he's win- 


ning. 


Bui when- his batting average 


Slides, he look* horrible!

'Old pros' generally sneered at 


the rookie "showboats." In fact 
they ostracized them in Ring Lard- 
ner's day—and still do. Their rea- 
soning was this: The figures in the 
records will tell the story. Correct- 
ly interpreted, the batting, fielding 
and RBI records will be the final 
Judge. 


"Let 
'em stick tn there for 


awhile," they'd say. "Let 
'em 


swing for a couple of years; that'll 
be the test." * • * 


I like the "old pro" philsophy. 


In politics It means that a politi- 
cian, who managed to stand the 
test 
of 
public 
life, 
somehow 


emerges a better servant. He has 
batted around the league and 
come up with an acceptable av- 
erage. He is in a position to make 
a solid contribution to his team. 
His catch-phrasing have become 
sound, policy-making statements. 
He la no longer an opportunist, 
but a statesman. 
'"Old pro" preachers have the 


. name enduring quality. Maybe 


they aren't spectacular In their 
soul-saving, but they become pil- 
lars of faith, hope and charity. 
You can lean on 'em and they 
won't crumple. They stop pre- 
dicting the end of the world and 
preach a sermon you can live by.

simplified. Nevertheless I keep it 
packed in a handy kit around, my 
neck—like asafetida. It helps ward 
off the "showboats" clamoring for 
my attention.

The accusations came in the first 


installment of McCarthy's reply to 
recent criticism. He has said his 
real reply will be made a week 
from today. But Thursday night he 
fired some preliminary broadsides 
at Murrow, who devoted his (CBS) 
television show Tuesday to a crit- 
ical review of McCarthy, and Stev- 
enson, Democratic presidential 
nominee in 1952, who spoke against 
"McCarthyism" before a'meeting 
of Democrats in Miami Beach Sat- 
urday. 


On Lewis Program 


McCarthy spoke Thursday night 


on a question and answer program 
with Fulton Lewis jr. on the Mutual 
radio network. 


Saying that Murrow, "week after 


week, feels that he must smear 
McCarthy," McCarthy suggested, 
"maybe Mr. Murrow is worried 
about the exposure of some of his 
friends." 


McCarthy, saying he was quoting 


from a copy of the Pittsburgh Sun- 
Telegraph for Feb. 18, 1935, read 
a listing of Edward R. Murrow, 
assistant director, Institute of In- 
ternational Education, as a mem- 
ber of the National Advisory Coun- 
cil of the Moscow university sum- 
mer session. He quoted the news- 
paper as saying Moscow university 
taught "the violent overthrow of 


the entire traditional social order.' 


Murrow, in New York, termec 


the broadcast statements "McCar 
thy's latest reckless handling o: 
the truth." 


Explains Post 


In a statement, Murrow said that 


he had been assistant director of 
the Institute of International E 
cation, which he described as an 
organization arranging inter-coun- 
try exchange of students and pro- 
fessors, and in that capacity was 
a member of an advisory commit- 
tee for a summer school in Mos- 
cow. But he said the school was 
called off by the Russians before it 
began, and all that took place was 
a tour of Russia, in which he did 
not participate. 


As for Stevenson, McCarthy cen- 


tered on the 1952 presidential can- 
didate's statement that the new 
administration had turned up only 
one alleged 
active 
Communist 


among more than two million fed 
eral employes. 


That, McCarthy said, "of course 


is strictly untrue and either Adlai 
knew that or should -know it." The 
senator said a long list could be 
made. He cited the names of three 
persons — "Rothschild," "Levine" 
and "Powell" — he said were 
dropped as a result of investiga- 
tions by his Senate investigations 
subcommittee.

Lee County Board Adopts 
Rabies Control Resolution 


A resolution pertaining to the Lee county rabies control program 


was passed Thursday by the county board of supervisors. 


Action was taken in accord with the state law requiring control 


and prevention of rabies among dogs. At the last session of the board, 
a county rabies inspector was appointed. 


The resolution provides that 


prior to June 1, 1954, and each 
year thereafter, every owner of a 
dog not confined at all times to an 
enclosed area, or on a leash, or 
muczled when at liberty, shall have 
the dog inoculated against rabies 
by the rabies inspector. 


Need Certificate 


Evidence 
of such inoculation 


shall consist of a certificiate sign- 
ed by the person administering the 
vaccine. 


Dr. F. P. Densmore, veterinari- 


an, 1317 Palmyra av., was appoint- 
ed last month to the post of rabies 
inspector for the county. 


The resolution further provides 


that the rabies inspector, or his 
deputies, may charge a K fee for 
the service. The inspector will keep 
$2.50 and forward the remainder 
to the county-to be pltced In the 
rabies fund.

trol law will be charged with a 
misdemeanor and subject to a fine 
not leu than $39 nor more than 
$100.

Predict Permanent 
Immunity From Polio 


Will Begin 
Mass Shots 
Of Children 


Vaccine Developer 
Gave Tests to His 
Own Youngsters 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE

NEW ORLEANS C5»)—The 


children who get the Salk po- 
lio vaccine this spring very 
possibly will become perma- 
nently immune to polio, Dr. 
James E. Salk says. 


H« reported Thursday night that 


two small shots of the vaccine, 
with a third "booster" shot later, 
can outdo nature in creating anti- 
bodies to combat polio. 


Dr. Salk, 39-year-old University 


of Pittsburgh bacteriologist, gave 
his answers on every score to a 
few scientists who have suggested 
delaying the mass vaccine tests on 
half a million or more children. 


Begin Soon 


These trials, scheduled to begin 


within a few weeks, must be made 
to set if the vaccine actually pro- 
tects against epidemics of polio 
he said. The key question is wheth 
er antibodies in the blood are the 
real defense, as all evidence so far 
indicates. 


Dr. Salk declared the vaccine is 


safe, potent, and can be plentiful. 


It has been given to nearly 5,000 


children in the Pittsburgh area- 
including Dr. Salk's own young- 
sters—and not a single one has 
shown any fever or reaction he 
said. 


"I would not go ahead with the 


trials if I had any doubts about the 
safety of the vaccine," he declared. 


Dead Virus 


The vaccine is made of dead 


polio virus, killed by formalde- 
hyde. 


The question whether dead virus 


—incapable of causing 
polio—is 


sufficiently able to stimulate pro- 
duction of large amounts ol anti- 
>odies which* would last for more 
than one polio season was also 
answered. 


Dr. Salk finds good evidence that 
he first shots of vaccine set a 
trigger for the human body to be 
able to make many antibodies 
quickly. 


When the booster shot is given, 


some weeks or months later, the 
production of antibodies soars tre- 
mendously. 


Dr. Salk said there would be no 


iroblem in making enough vaccine 
or the nation's 46 million young- 
sters through age 15.

"blackmail" today at an army 
report he and his chief coun- 
sel, Roy Cohn, applied pres- 
sure for special treatment of 
a drafted aide while from 
other senators there were de- 
mands for a quick investiga- 
tion. 


Four members of McCarthy's 


own permanent senate investiga- 
tions subcommittee—one a Repub- 
lican—asked for an early meeting 
of the group to consider the report. 


And the senate Republican lead- 


ership indicated a disposition—at 
least for the moment—to leave the 
m a t t e r m the subcommittee's 
hands. 
„ 


Suggests Removal 


Sen. Potter (R-Mich) a member 


of McCarthy's subcommittee, said 
today Cohn should be removed if 
what he called the 
"shocking 


charges" against the 27-year-old 
committee counsel were true. The 
army report said Cohn had voiced 
threats that Army Secretary Rob- 
ert T. Stevens would be "through" 
and the army "wrecked" if Pvt. 
G. David Schine were sent over- 
seas. Schine, a pal of Cohn, was a 
committee consultant until he was 
drafted last fall. 


McCarthy held a news confer- 


ence at which he flung his counter- 
charge of "blackmail" and said 
that John G. Adams, the army's 
legal adviser, had let fhim know 
that the army was preparing a re- 
port which would embarrass the. 
subcommittee and which would ba 
released unless the subcommittee 
halted its 
investigation of 
the 


army. 


Support* Cohn 


McCarthy said he has no inten- 


tion of firing Cohn—if I can keep 
him with the committee I will." 


McCarthy told the news confer- 


ence he considered the report "a 
twisted, distorted, untrue version" 
of what he termed "a situation." 


"It's not a report." he said, "it's 


John Adams' version of a situa- 
tion." 


Cohn, himself, sitting pale-faced 


beside the senator, denounced tie 
accusations listed m the report as 
"untrue." 


"No improper influence was ever 


exerted by me or by anybody elsa 
to my knowledge on the army m 
behalf of Mr. Schine." Cohn said. 


'And No. 2, no such threat as is 


reported on Mr. Adams' report was 
ever made." 


Of the report as a whole, Cohn 


said: 


"It's an unprecedented thing, ob- 


viously leaked out by the Army 
because they had failed in prior 
blackmail attempts." 


Specifically, he said, he never 


threatened "to wreck the Army, 
Stevens or any other such thing." 


McCarthy said he was making 


public documents from his file 
which, he said, would throw a dif- 
ferent light on the whole episode. 


"Applied Pressure" 


The Army report disclosed Thurs- 


day night, said McCarthy applied 
pressure to get special treatment 
for Schine and charged that Cohn 
used threats in frequent calls to 
fop Army officials. 


Schine. 26, is a former commit- 


tee consultant who was drafted into 
the Army. He is the son of a weal- 
thy New York theater chain oper- 
ator. 


Potter, meeting newsmen in his 


office, said he wrote to McCarthy 
late Thursday urging an immedi- 
ate closed session of the subcom- 
mittee to go into the situation. 


Potter said that he was assured 


that an executive session of the 
subcommission would be held, but 
he added that McCarthy set no

What's Behind the Nation's Current 


Business Decline? 


What's behind the nation's current business decline 


The federal reserve bank of Chicago provides some answers 
to this question in the March issue of its monthly review 
"Business Conditions." 
There are at least three major factors which have been 


working to slow the business pace, according to the bank. 


(1) Businessmen have been placing smaller orders with 


suppliers in an attempt to keep inventories at a "manageable" 
level. 


(2) Consumers have reduced their buying. 
(3) Federal government outlays for national security 


have dropped significantly due to a cutback in defense pro 
curement. 
• 
• * 


Although reductions in inventories were not responsi- 


ble for triggering the decline in business last summer, changes 
in inventory policy played a vital role in the development ol 
the downturn. When businessmen began adding to their 
stocks at a reduced rate in August, suppliers were forced to 
slow production. This had important repercussions on in- 
come and employment. 


Industrial production slumped 9 per cent on a seasonally 


adjusted basis from its early summer peak through midwin- 
ter. During the same period manufacturing employment fel" 
7 per cent, and the average work week was reduced about 
one hour. 


The current business slowdown has often been termec 


an "inventory adjustment." But, the bank asserts, the in- 
ventory factor alone does not explain the present decline 
Although stocks held by manufacturers, wholesalers, anc 
retailers declined noticeably in late 1953, their sales droppec 
off even faster. As a result, the ratio of goods on hand to 
total monthly sales rose, despite cautious inventory buying 
• 
* * 


While inventories increased relative to sales in most 


manufacturing and trade lines, the sharpest seasonally ad 
justed gains occurred in durable goods (machinery and elec 
trical and metal products). During the last half of 1953 dur 
able sales of manufacturing firms dropped 14 per cent while 
inventories gained 1.5 per cent. For all businesses, sales 
dropped 6 per cent as the volume of stock on hand remained 
unchanged . 


By early February it was clear that durable goods—< 


pecially autos—had been hit harder than the rest of the 
economy, although most lines experienced at least a moder 
ate decline from previous highs. Consumer buying of al 
types of goods averaged 5 per cent below July, seasonally 
adjusted. Sales of auto dealers dropped 15 per cent during 
the same period, whereas sales of all other types of goods 
declined only 2.4 per cent.•

In addition, manufacturing firms were hit by a cutback 


In defense outlays, which were down one-fifth from lasl 
spring's average by January. 


Total government expenditures, meanwhile, continued at 


record levels, because of non-military federal, state and loca! 
spending. 


On the job front, non-manufacturing employment in Jan- 


uary was higher than a year earlier as trade and service 
firms were able to hire more workers in the easier job mar- 
ket. Unemployment thus far has been confined largely to 
manufacturing and railroad workers.

He didn't "like, to see my wife or 
child in tears next day" because 
someone had made a crack that he 
was a "pinko or a pro-communist." 
Oakes wasn't convinced that this 
yellow dog would actually quit and 
go back to private business but he 
did say "there is little question that 
in the future he will be more cir- 
cumspect in his public utterances." 


If he is that cowardly, maybe it 


would b» a good thing to get him 
out of Congress. 


Oakes wants us to take his word 


that this "is typical of what has 
happened to the attitude of tens of 
thousands of individuals in the pro- 
fessions, in academic life, In the 
arts and sciences, in private and 
public affairs and in politics, too." 


The hell it is. Nothing of the kind 


has happened to Americans who 
have no reason to be afraid of dis- 
closure of their own treason, cow- 
ardice and venality in running with 
a traitorous regime.. 


I wonder what the New York 


Times is afraid of. I could give 
some guesses touching on and ap- 
pertaining to the book reviews, the 
"educational" department and the 
drama.

Some merchants are trying to 


overcome t h i s by announcing 
they'll refund to present customers 
the amount of the tax involved 
should it be cut between now and 
April 1, or even the end of April. 


Some merchants fear the con- 


gress might delay too long for the 
cut to mean much to them until 
fall. 


Can Veto BUI 


Some merchants remember, how- 


ever, that if congress cuts the 
taxes, the President could still veto 
the bill. 


A tax cut, however, doesn't auto- 


matically mean a pickup in sales. 
The man out of work, or afraid of 
finding himself in that position, 
will delay purchasing when he can, 
even if the tax is lowered. 


Businessmen, on the other hand, 


argue that holding taxes at the 
present level wouldn't assure the 
treasury a billion dollars more 
revenue next year, either. There'* 
no guarantee people will buy a* 
many so-called luxury goods thi» 
year as last, especially if taxes 
stay high.

under way. 


The first spawning smelt will be 


followed immediately by uncounted 
millions which will swarm up to 
the streams in such hordes that 
you couldn't believe it unless you 
saw them. 


When the Great Lakes water 


reached a certain 
temperature 


(which, by the way, is not known), 
one of nature's strange and won- 
derful mechanism go into opera- 
tion. 


The smelt, which normally dwell 


in large and open water, head for 
the nearest small stream. The sil- 
very little fish seldom go over six 
or seven inches in length, but when 
they are at the peak of their 
spawning run, they 
pack 
the 


streams from bank to bank and 
from top to bottom. 


If you think that behavior Is 


strange, you ought to see what 
happens to the human species. 


They swarm to the streams in 


thousands. Dressed in warm but 
motley clothing, they plunge into 
the water armed with the strang- 
est assortment of equipment you 
ever saw.

Controversial Figures 


Cohn and Schine became contro- 


versial figures last spring when 
McCarthy sent them both to Eu- 
rope- to investigate U. S. informa-

abroad. 


Sen. Monroney (D-Okla) accused 


them of acting like "Keystone 
Kops" on the trip. He engaged Mc- 
Carthy in a hot Senate debate as 
to whether they had hurt U. S.

McCarthy accused Monroney of

tion" against Cohn and Schine. 


- Th« Army report said that last 
Dec. 
17, at a talk between Me- 


..Carthy, Cohn and Adams, "Mr. 
. Cohn was vituperative in his lan- 
guage" while declaring he had a 


commitment that Schine be as- 
signed to New York City. It said 


.- McCarthy "remained silent." 


Then the party went uptown in 


a taxi, it continued, and McCarthy 
"again suggested the possibility 
that the secretary should put Pvt. 


, Schine on duty at headquarters, 


1st Army, with an assignment to 
examine the textbooks at West 
Point . . . as to whether they con- 
tained anything of a subversive 
nature." 


Predicts "Trouble" 


The Army report quoted Cohn 


• on several occasions as predicting 
*- trouble for the Army unless Schine 
^received special treatment. 


And it said that a meeting Jan. 


22 in McCarthy's apartment, the 
.•enator several times said he did 
not see why the Army could not 


.' give Schine some assignment in 


New York and forget about the 


:. whole matter. 


The report continued: 
"Sen. McCarthy pointed out that 


the Army was walking into a long 


: range fight with Mr. Cohn and that 


even if Mr. Cohn resigned or was 


."fired from the committee staff, he 


would 
carry on his campaign 


against the Army thereafter from 
outside Washington. 


"Sen. McCarthy suggested that 


Mr. Cohn, through the medium of 
connections with various newspa- 
per elements, would begin getting 
published articles alleging favor- 
itism on the part of the Army in 
numerous other cases." 


The report said Cohn was told 


last October that the national in- 
terest required that Schine be 
given no preferential treatment, 
and it added: 


Voices Threat* 


"Mr. Cohn replied that if the 


national interest was what the 
Army wanted he'd give it a little 
and then proceeded to outline how 
he would expose the Army in Its 
worst light and show the country 
how shabbily it was being run." 


Last Dec. 22, the report said, 


Stevens received a letter from Mc- 
Carthy to the effect that "the com 
mittee had no further interest in 
Pvt. Schine and that he hoped that 
Pvt. Schine would be treated the 
game as other soldiers." 


But about the same time, it con 


tinued, Adams received a telephone 
call from Cohn stating "that he 
would teach Mr. Adams what it 
meant to go over his head." 


The report quoted McCarthy as 


telling the Army on a number of 
occasions early In the conversa 


tions about Schine to treat him 
as it would any other private. 


Called A "Pert" 


Last October, the report Mid, 


McCarthy told Stevens ar.u Adam* 
that "Schine was a nuisance" -Jaut 
that he did not want this appraisal 
to get back to Cohn.

told of a telephone conversation 
between Adams and Francis Carr, 
staff director of the McCarthy sub- 
committee. 


This related that Carr asked

witnesses for a public hearing in 
New York City Gen. Zwicker, com- 
manding officer at Camp Kilmer, 
N. J., and other officers. 


"Adams voiced the army's con- 


cern over this development," the 
report said, "and compared it to 
the Ft. Monmouth situation where 
the committee had called in gen- 
eral officers of the signal corps 
and had caused public uncertainty 
with respect to the army security 
procedures.

Cohn also requested at a Nov. 6 


meeting, the report said, that 
Schine be made available for com- 
mittee work while getting hi* basic 
training at Ft.

would be permitted to leave the 
post on weekends and that, if the 
committee staff members found it 
necessary, to consult with Schine 
during the week, they could meet 
him evenings at Ft. Dix if they got 
clearance from the post command- 
er. 


If it were urgent, the report 


quoted Stevens as saying, Schine 
could leave the post in the eve- 
nings.

Normally, the report remarked, 


soldiers in their first four weeks of 
basic training are not permitted to 
leave evenings nor to receive week- 
end passes.
